: ({uppoling her to be a Proteſtant) upon-Mon- G 
day the 24th. of February laſt, but ſhe came not to her Ser- . 'o 
vice until the 6th. of Merch after.] That upon Wedneſday 
night the gth. of April, about two or three of the Clock in 
the morning, the (aid Servant came to his Bed-fide and 
awaked him, telling him There was @-Fire in Holborn ; + 
Whereupoa he asked her, How ſhe knew it ? ſhe anſwered, 
By the noiſe in the Street. Whereupan he aroſe, and Iook'd 


into the Street, but there was little noiſe or tightz ſo he

ftaid at his Street-door, until he was informed by two men 
that paſſed by, that there had been a Fire, but-it was-put 
out again ; whereupon he returned: to Bed, well pleaſed 
he had fo watchful a Servant. and fearful of Fire : But none 
of his Family heard any thing| thereof, 'until informed by 
the ſaid Oxley, as he believeth.: That on Thurſday th: roth. 
of April he was told, the (aid Oxley went not up to Bed 
till about 11 a Glock : That before he went to Bed, he 
laoked to the doors, windows, and rooms, to (ce if all 
were (fe from Fire and Thieves, (as his cuſtom was) and 
was the laſt up in the Family, as he thought, That being 
in Bed and aſlecp, about 12 of the Clock that night he was 
awaked, with .a great beating at the door by the Watch, 
and the ſaid Oxley coming immediately to him, told him 
* There was a Fire: To which he ſaid, He was ſure It was 
not in his Houle, but gave her the R:y ofthe Street=Joor 
who ran down, arid tet in the” Watch and Company 
and he coming down, found a large Prefs in his Cloſet 
( for keeping Books, Papers an4 Writings )- on a light Fire, 
but by the mercy of God, and the great he!p he had, the 
Fire was put out, and his Houſe preſerv'd, That his Wife 
with ſon e Nciphbours immediatly going to the (aid Ox'gy's 
Eodging Room to (ceif all was fate , tound that ſhe had 
packed up her Clothes and things ready to carry away, and 
her Trunks Lockt up, but nothing left in then of. value : 
Whereupon he demanded of the ſaid Oxlry why ſhe had 
packed up her Cloths ? She anſwered, that ſhe ard his qther 
Maid Martha had packed vp her things to fave them. 
Then he a: kd the [aid Martha why ſhe had packed up in 
that time, when thz Liv.s of the Children and Family 
.wcre in that danger 3 Wi polittve'y denyedq thit ſhe pack- 
ed up any thing : Whereupon, and for that.he was ſure 
when he went to B:d there was 1:0: 2 ſpirk of Fire. in the
